Tear expounded. 


Unday, or our Lords day (dies Dominica) is a day 
Y Dedicated by the Apoſtles to the more particular Ser- 
vice and Honour of Almighty God, and transter'd fromthe 
Jewiſh Sabath to the day following, in memory that Chrilt 
our Lord roſe from the Dead and ſent down the Holy- 
Ghoſt on that day; Whence it is called our Lords Day, and 
Sunday, from the old Heathen Denomination of Dies Sol:s, 
the Day of the Sun, to which it was facred. 

1 7an. The Circumciſion of our Lord, vulgarly called 
New-years Day, is a Fealt inſtituted by the Church, in me- 
mory of the Circumcilion of our Lord on the Eighth day 
from his Nativity,according to the preſcript of the old Law 
(Gen. 17. 12.) whenhe was named Jeſus, as the Angel had 
foretold , (St. Luks 1. 14.) and began to ſhed his Infant 
Blood by the Stony Knife of Circumcifion. And it is cal- 
led New-years Day, from the account of the old Romans, 
who began their Year from thar Day, 

6. Jan. Twelfth-day , or the Epiphany of our Lord, is 
a Feaſt Solemnized in Memory and Honour of Chriſts ma- 
nifeſtation and Apparitzon to the Gentiles by a miraculous 
blazing Star, by vertue whereof, Three Kings were con- 
ducted vut of the Eaſt to adore him inthe Manger, where 
they preſented him, as on this day, with Gola, Myrrh, and 
Frankinſenſe, in teſtimony of his Regality, Humanity, and 
Divizity. The word Epiphany comes from the Greek, 
and ſignifies an Apparition. And it is called Twelfrh-aay, 
becauſe Celebrated the Twelfth day afrer Chriits Nativity, 
excluſively, The ſame Twe/fth-day are commemorated the 
Baptiſm of our Saviour, and his Firit Miracle at the Wed- 
ding, in Cana of Galilez, turning Water into Wine. 


2. Febr, Candlemaſs-aay, or the Purification of the 


Holy-Days 


Bleſſed V*r:{z, 3 a Feaſt in Memory and Honour both of 
the Freſcrtation of our B. Lord, and the Purification of 
the Ble{led Virgin, in the Temple of Feruſalem, the For- 
tieth day atter ter hippy Child-virth, performed according 
'to the Law of Aoſes, Levite 12.6. Andit iscalled Purz- 
feation from the Latin word, which hgnihes to Parifie, not 
| that the Blefled Virgin had contracted any thing by her 
Child-birth, which needed Puritying, ( being the Mo- 
ther of Purity it's {:1f) bat bzc2ute other common Mo- 
thers were, by this ceremonial kjght, freed from the legal 
impurity of their Child-births. 

And it is called Candlemaſs, or a Maſs cf Candles, be- 
cauſe before Maſs is ſaid that day, the Church bleſſeth, 
that is, deputeth,. or ſets a part"tor ſacred uſe her Can- 
dles for the whole Year, and makes a Proceſhon with hal- 
lowed Candles in the Hands of the Faithful, in memory of 
rhe Divine light, wherewith Chrif illuminated the whole 
Church at his Preſentation, when old Simeon ſtiled him, 
A Light to the Revelation of the Gentiles, and the Glory 
of his People Iſrael; St. Luke 2. 32. 

The Four Sundays of Septungeſima, Sexageſima, Quin- 
quageſima, and Quadrageſima,are days appropiated by the 
Church to Acts of Penance and Mortification, and are a 
certain gradation or Preparation to the devotions of Lent, 
which are more preper and immedizte to the Paſſion and 
Reſurrection of Chriſt ; and they have their numeral De- 
nominations from Quacdrogeſima Sunday, fo called, be- 
cauſe 'tis about the Fortizth day, before Eaſter. - 

Shrovetide ſignifies the time of Confeſſing ; ; for our An- 
ceſtors uſed to tay, IWe will go to ſfriſt,, in ſtead of we 
will go to Conjeſſion; and in the more Primitive times, 
*twas the cuſtom of all good Chriſtians . then to Confeſe 
their ins to a Prielt, the better to prepare themſelves, 
tor a Holy obſervation of Lent, 'and worthy receiving the 
bleſſed Sacrament at Eaſter. 

Aſtweancjaay is a day of publick Penance and Humili- 


ation

ation in the whole Church of God, and is ſo called from 
the Ancient Ceremony of bleſſing 4ſes on that day,wherc- 
with the Prieſt ſigncth the people with a Croſs on their 
forcheads, giving them this wholſome Admonition , Me- 
mento homo quia pulvis es, & in pnlverem reverteris 
Remember man that thau art duſt, and ro auft thou ſhalt 
be turn'd. So to mind them of their Mortality, and pre- 
pare them for the Holy Faſt of Lent. The A{erus'd this 
day arc made of the Palmes bleſſed the Palm-Sunday before. 

Lent is called in Latin Quadrageſima,becaule ir is a Faſt 

of Forty days,(excepting the Sundays which are not kept as 
days of Faſt , but abſtinence only ,inſtiruted by the Church, 
in a grareful commemcration of Chriſt Faſting Forty 
days and Forty nights in the Deſert. Which Faſt has been 
obſerved in England near One thouſand Years, according to 
Sir Richard Baker in his Chronicle, Fl. 5. 
Paſſion Sund'3y is ſo called from the Paſſion of Chriſt 
then drawing nigh, and was ordained by the Church more 
cloſely to prepare us for a worthy Celebration of thar So- 
lemnity. On this day they cover all their Crucifixes, &c. 
in the Churches, with mourning colour, both to comme- 
morate our Saviours going out of the Temple and hiding 
himſelf; and to diſpoſe us to a compaſſion with him. 

Palm Sunday, was inſtituted in Memory and Honour of 
the Triumphant entry of our Lord into Fer:ſi/lem, and is 
ſo called from the Pal/m-branches which the Hebrew Chil- 
dren ſtrewed under his Feet, crying, Oſanna to the Son of 
David. Mat. 21.15. And hence it is, that yearly, on 
that day, the Church blefleth Palm, and makes a Solemn 
Proceſſion to preſerve the Memory of that humble criumph 
of our Saviour, all the People bearing Pam-branches in 
their Hands. 

Mandany Thurſday is a Feat in Memory of our Lords laſt 
Supper, when he inſtituted the bleiſed Sacrament of his pre- 
cious Bydy and Blood; And ir is called Manday Thurſday, 
qui, mmanditumor Manat Thurſday, from tbe firit _— 
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Holy-Days 


of the Antiphon, AMnrndatum novum do wvobrs, Ofc. Jo. 3. 
34. 1 give you a new Command (or mandat) that you 
love one another, as 1 have loved you ; which is Sung on 
that day in the Charchi, when the Prelates begin the Cs: 
mony of waſhing their Peoples Feet, in imitation of Chriſts 
waſhing thoſe o: his Diſciples, before he inſtituted that B, 
Sacrament. 

Good-Fridn; is the moſt Sacred and Memorable day, on 
which the Great and Glorious work of our Redemption was 
conſummate by our SaviourFeſfChrif on his BloodyCrofs, 
betwcen two Thieves, at Fernſalem. 

On Thurſd.ry, F Tiday, and Saturday, in Holy week, the 
Offices, called Tenebre, are ſolemnly and mourntully Sung 
in Lamentation for our Lords Paſſion. And becauſe thoſe 
Offices are ſtil] anticipatedly recited the Evening of the fore- 
going days, Wedneſday , Thurjany, and Friday , have 
gain'd the names of Tenebre days; and they are called 
Tencbre, (7. e, darkneſs), to repreſent the darkneſs which 
overſpread the Face of the Earth, at the time of his Paflion, 
for which end alſorhe Church extinguiſheth all her Lights, 
and after ſome filence, at the end of her whole Office, 
makes-a great and ſudden noiſe, to repreſent the rending 
the Vail of the Temple, and the diſorder whole Nature 
was in, at her Makersdeath. 

25. March, Aununc:ation of the bleſſed Virgin, is a 
Feaſt in memory of that moſt happy Embaſſy, brought to 
her from God by the Angel Gabriel, upon which, through 
Her conſent, and the operation of -the Holy Spirit , God 
was incarnate ain her ſacred Womb, 

Eafeer-day, (in Latin Paſcha) is a great Feſtival in Me- 
mory and Honour of our Saviours Reſurref70n, or rifing 
from the Dead on the Third day after his Crucifixion 
Auatt.28. 6. 

And it is called Eafer from Orzens,(:.e.the Eaft or riſing) 
one ol the Titles of Chriſt, 2nd his Name (lays the Pro- 


xlct | ſa! be called Oricns, 
| Munday 
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Mun#ay and Tueſday following are alſo kept Holy, in 
Memory of ſome of our Lords firlt Apparitions atter his 
Reſurrection;which are commemorared on thele Two days, 
for the greater ſolemnity of the chief Feaſt, 

Dominica in albis, commonly called Low-Sundry, is the 
Octave of E2fter-day, and fo called from the Catec/1ummens 
or Neophites white Garments (emblems of innocence and 
joy) waich they par onat their Baptiſm, and ſolemnly put 
oft with this day. 

Holy Thurſaxy, or Monſon dy, is a Feaſt Solernized 
in Mmory of Chriits G:orious Acenſion into Heaven the 
Fortieth day afrer his Refurre-tion,in the ſight of his Apo- 
ſtles and Diſciples. As 2. 9, 10. 

3- May. The Invention of the Holy Croſs, otherwiſe called 
Holy Root-day, is a Fealt in Memory of the miraculous :z- 
vention or finding out of the Holy Croſs, (on which our 
Saviour ſuffered) by St. Hzleu, Mother to Conſtantine the 
Great, atter it had been hid and buried by the Infidels 180 
years, Who had erected a fats of Venus in place of it. 

Rogation week, (being always the next but one before 
Whitſunday ) is fo called, becauſe on Monday, Tuc{day, 
and Wedneſday of this week, Rogations (trom Rogo, to 
ask and pray) and Litanies are uſed with Abſtinence from 
fleſh, enjoyned by the Church to all perſons, not only 
for a devout preparative to the Feaſts of Chrilts glorious 
Aſcen ſion, and Pentecoſt then ſhortly after ; but alſo ro 


beg and ſupplicare the bleiling of God upon the Fruits of 


the Earth. 

The Belgians call it Cr1ys-week, i. e. Croſ5-week, andfo 
ris called in ſom? parts of England; becauſe when the 
Prielt goes on thoſe days in Procellion, the Croſs is caxried 
before him, 

In the North of Erg7an1 "tis called Ganz-week, from the 
Ganging or going .in Proceſlon and Perambulations then 
uled, &c. 

Watſunizy or Pentecoſt, is 2 Solemu Fealt in Memory 
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and Honour of the coming of the Holy Ghoſt upon the Heads 
of the Apoſtles, in Tongues, as it were, of Fire, according 
to AFts 2. 3, 

Penticoſf in Greek ſignifies the Fiftieth, it being the 
Fiftieth day after the Rejurreftion. And tis called Whit- 
ſunday, from the Catechumens being Anciently cloathed 
in white, and admitted on the Eve of this Feaſt to the 
Sacrament of Baptiſm. The old Saxons called it Wied- 
Sunday,z.e, Holy Sunday ; for Wiedor Wited fignitics Holy 
in that Language, which alſo may have prov'a one occa- 
ſion of this'Name. 
 Trintty-Sunday is the Of ave of Whit ſunday, Dedicated 
to the Honour of the molt Bleſſed Trinity ; to fignitie that 
the works of our Redemption and Sanctification,then com- 
pieated, are common to all the Three Perſons. 

Corps Chriſti day (which is always the next Thurſday 
after 7rinity-Sunday) is 2 Fealt inſtituted by the Church in 
Honour of the bleſſed Sacrament of the Altar ; and receives 
its denomination from the Pozy of Chriſt ſubltantially pre- 
ſent there; On this day in all Catholick Countries, that 
adorable Sacrament is molt Solemnly carried about in Pro- 
ceſHon ; the Prieſt and all the People expreſſing their high- 
eſt devotions in Hymns and Prayers, accompanied with all 
other outward teſtimonies of pious affetion, as Muſick, 
Lights, Flowers fixewed along the Sreets, and their beſt 
Tapeſtries upon the Walls,&c. 

10 Avg. St. Laurence, Deacon to Pope Ziſtus, was 
in the primitive times, moſt cruelly broyled on a Grid-Iron, 
for the faith of Chriſt, which Martyrdom he ſuffered with 
incomparable tortitude. 

15 Aug. Aſſumption of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, is 2 
Feaſt in Memory of her being aſſumed or taken up into 
Heaven, both Soul and Body, after her diſſolution or dor- 
miſſion ; which is a conſtant Tradition in the Church, 
ever piouſly believed. 

And the Feaſt of her Nativity (8 Sep.) is in —_— 
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of her happy and glorious B.rth, by whom the Author of 
all life and ſafety was bornto the World. 

29 Sept. Michaelmaſs, is a Solemnity or Solemn Maſs 
pertormed on that day, with particular commemoration of 
St. Michael Archangel, and of a!l the Niae Orders of Holy 
Angels, and of that famous Battle fought by him and them 
in Heaven, againſt the Dragon and Is Apoſltate Angels. 
( Apoc. 12.)in defence of Gods honour; as allo ro commend 
the whole Church of God to their Patronage and Prayers, 
by whoſe charitable Miniſtry, we have reccived of God 
(as rhe Original fource) ſo many benefits. And it calicd 
the Dedication of St. Michael, from the Dedicating 2 
Church in Rome? to him, by Pope Bonzſace. 

'1 Nov. AI Saints, or All-ha!lows, is 2 Solemnity in 
memory and honour of all the Saints; fince the whole year 
is much too ſort to afford us a ſeveral Fzalt for ever 
Saint in parcicular, 

2 Nov. All Souls, is a day ſet a part by the Church, 
for the living to commemorate by Praycrs aud Suffrages 
the Souis of tlc Faithſul departed, and the day is kepr 
Holy till Noon. 

And theſe tio days (4i-Caints, and All-Souls) were 
of ſo eminent obſcryance with our Anceſtors, that they 
ftill continue no Court days in /PcHminFer- Hall. 

The Four Sw1ays of Advent, are thoſe preceeding 
Chriſtmas-any , and were { inſtituted by the Chureh with 
particular Offices, commemorative of the benefits of our 
Saviours Atveur or coming to redcem the World by his 
happy Birth. | 

25 Dec. Chriſtmaſs, or the Nativity of Chrif, is 2 
moſt Solemn Feaſt yearly Celebrated by the whole Cacho- 
lick Church, even trom the Apoltles time to this day, in 
Memory of the Birch of our Saviour Chriit ar Bethlehem : 
And therefore ir is called the Feaſt of his Nativity; And 
Chriſtmaſs, from the Maſs Celebrated on that day to his 
Honour,

28 Dec. Holy Innocents, or Childer: Maſſ-day, isa Feaſt 
in memory of thoſe Babes which Herod flew , when he 
ſought for our Bleſſed Saviour ; And:it is called Chi/der- 
Majs, or hildrens-Maſs, from the Particular commemo- 
ration of thoſe martyrd Children in the Maſs for that day. 

Tie icveral Feaſts of the Apoſtles and other Saznts arc 
inſtituted by the Church to honour God in his Saints, and 
to teach us to imitate their ſeveral kinds of martyrdoms, 
and ſufferings fqr the faith ef Chriſt, as alſo their ſeveral 
ways of vertue and perfection. 

S. Peter and S. Haul are joyned in one ſolemnity; be- 
cauſe they were principal and joint co-operators under 
Chriſt in the converſion of the World, the firſt converting 
the Jews, the other the Gentzles ; As alſo becauſe jborh 
were martyr'd at the ;ame place, Rome, and on the ſame 
day, 29 June. 

The four Ember Weeks (in Latin quatuer Temtpora) are 
times of publick Prayer, Faſting and Proceſſion, partly in- 
{tituted for the ſuccesful Ordination of the Prigfts and Mi- 
niſters of the Church, and partly both to beg and render 
thanks ro God tor the fruits and bleſſings of the earth, £2%- 
ber comes from the Greek nutga, i. e. dies, a day. Others 
call them Em#%er Days, from the ancicnt Religious cuſtom 
of cating nothing on thoſe days till night, and then only a 
Cake baked under the Emibers, or Aſhes, which was called 
Panem Subcineritium, Ember Bread. 

Wakes, or Country Feaſts, are uſually, if not always 
obſcrv'd on the Sunday nxt after the Saints day, to whom 
the Pariſh Church is dedicated, and took origin from a 
Letter written by S. Gregory the Great, to Melitus Abbot; 
who was ſent into England withS. Aufizn, in theſe words. 
It may therefore be permitted them (the Engliſh) that on 
the Dedication days, or other folemn days of Martyrs, they 
make them Bowers about the Churehes, and ( ref o/ ing 
?hemſelver, and Feaſting rogerber after a good religiaas fort) 
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Charity, 
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Charity, which before they were wont to Sacrifice to the 
Dev:l,. &c. Bedes Eccl. Haſt. cap. 30. And they are called 
TVakes, becauſe on the Vigils of thoſe Feaſts the people 
were wont to awake from ſleep at the ſeveral Vigils of the 
Night, and go to Prayer, which religious cuſtom is now 
irreligiouſly laid aſide , and the Feaſting part only re- 
taincd,
